Burning fiercely through stores 
of inflammable canvas and paints, 
a spectacular general alarm fire 
destroyed the piant of the Volland 
Scenic Studios, Inc., at 3729-39 Cass 
avenue, this afternoon. Damage 
was estimated at about $45,000. 

Within a-half hour after the first 
alarm had been sounded at 2 
o'clock, the big four-story building 
was a complete ruin, its rear wall 
collapsed, its front wall cracked 
and in imminent danger of falling, 
and its interior a seething mass of 
flames which sent a huge column 
of smoke and sparks into the still 
air. 

Thousands of spectators, at- 


tracted from the nearby traffic ar- 
teries of Grand boulevard and Eas- 
ton avenue, crowded the sidewalks 
and lots to watch the firemen work. 
The general alarm brought 25 
pieces of apparatus to the blaze, 
which was announced under con- 
trol at 2:45 p.-m. 

A hurried investigation by Fire 
Chief Alt failed to disclose the cause

of the fire, which apparently began 
in a two-story addition, in the rear 
of the main building, where can- 
vases were spread for painting. No 
one was in the building. 

Feeding on painted canvases and 
on paints and oils themselves, the 
fire made its way swiftly into the 
main part of the building and was 
hopelessly beyond control when the 
first firemen arrived. Second, third 
and general alarms followed in 
rapid succession. 

The terrific heat of the fire made 
the work of the firemen difficult. 
Before the last of the apparatus to 
arrive had been run into action the 
rear wall had collapsed from the 
heat and the front wall had 
cracked across most of its breadth,

nishes scenery for theaters and 
fraternal societies and stores 4 
large amount of material for its 
customers. The structure destroyed 
today was badly damaged in the 
tornado of 1927. 

V. H. Volland, president of the

that Russian convicts had assisted 
in loading the shipments, since a 
tariff provision forbids the impor- 
tation of goods on which convict 
labor has worked. 

The campaign against Soviet 
manganese is headed by J. Carson 
Adkerson, president of the Ameri- 
can Manganese Producers’ Associa- 
tion. In a letter to Congressman 
Hamilton Fish Jr.. head of the 
congressional committee investigat- 
ing communism, he urge¢ an in- 
quiry into Soviet “dumping” of 
manganese. He said the Russians 
were shipping in the product re- 
gardiess of the cost of production

NEW YORK, July 26.—J. Car 
son Adkerson, president of the 
Américan Manganese Producers’

Benefactor’s Divorced Wife 
Prevented From Claiming 
Share for Herself.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., July 26.— 
Mrs. Ingeborg Sorenson, divorced 
wife of James Eads How of  5S8t. 
Louis, “millionaire hobo,” who died 
Monday, told reporters today she 
would try to obtain the bulk of his 
estate for her 13-year-old son, 
Holger How. 

In his will, made a few days be- 
fore he died, How referred to Hol- 
ger as “my adopted son” which, if 
proved correct, automatically 
makes the boy heir to a trust fund 
estimated at $250,000 left by How. 

Former Circuit Judge Jesse Mc- 
Donald and the St. Louis Union 
Trust Co., trustees of the fund, 
are checking the adoption proceed- 
ings to determine whether Holger 
is the rightful heir to the fund. 

How’s inheritance from his moth- 
er, who died in 1915, was divided, 
half of it being made immediately 
available to him and the rest being 
placed in trust with the provision 
that it was to go to his immediate 
heirs at his death. Virtually all 
of the money outside the trust 
fund, aggregating $250,000, How 
spent in welfare work among the 
unemployed, to whom he gave his 
life and all his resources. Friends 
say he was virtually penniless when 
he died, except for the trust fund.

Four others alleged by the police 
to be associates of the Shelton 
brothers, also agreed before Justice 
of the Peace Thompson today to 
stay away from East St. Louis 
rather than stand trial for va- 
grancy. 

Determination to order the Shel- 
tons from town was reached after 
East St. Louis police were informed 
it was either the Sheltons or their 
henchmen who fired on Joseph 
Nessor, Cuckoo gangster, in East 
St. Louis, July 2, when Nessor was 
shot in the leg. 

No Basis for Charges. 

Unable to base any  criminet 
charges on this information Chief 
of Police Leahy decided to order 
the brothers to leave the city. 
Bernie was arrested yesterday aft- 
ernoon at the Broadview Hotel.

In earlier editions it was incor- 
rectly stated that the loan and 
mercantile company office was in 
the Holland Building and _ that 
Tibbs was a janitor employed in 
the building. 


Ex-Convict Confesses Series of 
Robberies at Kansas City. 

Roy Malone, said to have escaped 
from the Texas prison farm at 
Huntsville in 1927, was arrested 
yesterday in a rooming house at 
3815 Westminster place and ac- 
cording to police admitted a recent 
series of burglaries in Kansas City 
and Los Angeles. 

The arrest followed the sale of a 
typewriter by him to an antique 
shop at 4220 Olive street.

Tribunal, However, Holds Judge 
Sprague Had Jurisdiction in Cit- 
ing Finance Credit Man.

ON STATE DEPOSITS 
10 BE. EXAMINED 


Treasurer Brunk Demands 
Governor Order Check- 
up by Experts to Deter- 
mine Their Value.

OY OF RERSON C1ey, July 26. — 
Gov. Caulfield announced today 
that State Treasurer Brunk had 
requested an examination of all se- 
curities held by the Treasurer from 
banks for collateral for State de- 
posits. The Governor said this 
would be done, although a careful 
check was begun the first of the 
year. 

Brunk, who has been criticised 
for accepting certain securities as 
collateral since the recent failures 
of the Farmers’ Exchange Bank of 
Marshfield and the Bank of Au- 
rora, both State depositories, said 
many persons had obtained the 
wrong impression from this criti- 
cism in metropolitan newspapers 
and that he felt a great injury had 
been done him. 

Gov. Caulfield’s statement said he 
and Attorney-General Shartel had 
called in an expert on securities 
and bonds and that the com- 
prehensive examination had result- 
ed in the rejection of many securi- 
ties not deemed sufficient or eli- 
gible. During the recent contro- 
versy between Brunk and Shartel 
over the acceptance of these securi- 
ties, it was disclosed. that the Gov- 
ernor and Attorney-General, who 
with the Treasurer constitute the 
State Fund Board, had disapproved 
about $850,000 of collateral ac- 
cepted by Brunk for State deposits. 

Two Men Appointed. 

In announcing that Brunk’s re- 
quest fo. the additional examina- 
tion would be granted, the Gover- 
nor said he had appointed L. J. 
Mulligan, Kansas -City, a State 
Bank Examiner, and the Attorney- 
General had named Dwight Inga- 
mells, an attorney in the firm of 
Nagel & Kirby, St. Louis, to repre- 
sent them and work with the State 
Treasurer. 

Treasurer Brunk’s letter to the 
chief executive asking for the 
check said: 

“‘Newspaper criticisms have prob- 
ably caused many of our citizens 
to get the wrong impression about 
my department. This is particu- 
larly true in the case of some edi- 
torials that have been published in 
leading metropolitan papers. Their 
insinuations have gone far enough 
to suggest that a careful examina- 
tion should be made of the securi- 
ties in my possession by you and 
the Attorney-General. 

“This letter is to request you and 
the Attorney-General to proceed 
immediately to appoint examiners, 


without my assistance in selecting 


them, to make a careful examina- 
tion of all securities held by me as 
collateral for State funds, as pro- 
vided by law. 

‘‘Great Wrong Done Me.”’ 

“I fee] that a great injury has 
been done me, and trust you will 
act favorably upon my request and 
proceed to do this work without 
delay.”’ 

Caulfield’s statement, gare 
law re- 
quires that the Governor, Attor- 
ney-General and Treasurer closely 
examine collateral offered to se- 
cure State deposits, and that the 
Governor and Attorney-General 
are required to determine the value 
and eligibility of such securities, 
said: | 

“In January of this year the Gov- 
ernor and, Attorney-General made, 
with the assistance of an expert em- 
ployed by the Governor for that 
purpese, a comprehensive examina- 
tion of the character and value of 
the securities deposited with the 
State Treasurer. In many instances 
banks were required to withdraw 
securities that were depreciated in 
value, or were otherwise unsatisfac- 
tory, and to replace them with col- 
lateral that had a ready market 
value. 

“Additional securities amounting 
to approximately $500,000 were 
posted by the depository banks, and 
as a result, the conditicn of the col- 
lateral securing the State deposits 
has been materially improved. 

“This examination involved a 
great amount of time and consider- 
able expense, but the results’ in 
added security for the State funds 
have been more gratifying. A sys- 
tem has since been put into opera- 
tion whereby securities are exam- 
ined by the Governor and Attorney- 
General at the time they are sub- 
mitted. 

“The Fund Board now proposes 
tc make an additional check of the 
securities. This is to be done at the 
request of the State Treasurer, who 
desires a verification of the collat- 
eral by the Governor and Attorney- 
General,”

Gary Says Survey Commission’s 
Tax Plan Would Help Relieve 


Economic Depression in State 


Member of Missouri Group in Radio Address 
Declares Present Inequalities Are in Large 
Part Responsible for Financial Distress. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


Declaring that the only objections 


which have been mado by critics of 
the propesed taxation revision plan 
of Gov. Caulfield’s “State Survey 
Commission” are general in their 
nature, not supported by any data 
and will not appeal to “well-in- 
formed public opinion,” Theodore 
Gary, chairman of the commission, 
of Macon and Kansas City. last 
night, in an address here, pointed 
out “that if the survey program is 
not adopted approximately $150,- 
000,000 will continue to be paid 
during the next 10 years by the 
owners of tangible property.” 

Gary’s address, made on request 
of a committee appointed by the 
Missouri Press Association for sup- 
port of the commission plan last 
May, was broadcast over the State’s 
radio station, WOS, by remote con- 
trol from Gary’s home at Macon. 
Although Gary refrained from call- 
ing by name organizations which 
have been opposing and circuiating 
propaganda against the commis- 
sion, his address struck directly at 
the Associated Industries of -AdAis- 
souri which has attacked’ the 
Commission’s plan. 

He carefully covered, point by 
point, objections raised in the 
propaganda circulated by the Asso- 
ciated Industries to Missouri bank- 
ers recently and at one pointin his 
speech, although not referring spe- 
cifically to the source, quoted di- 
rectly the “inequitable and drastic” 
description the organization applied 
to the commission’s plan in its 
propaganda against it. 

Denied it Would Hurt Industry. 


Gary denied that the increase in 
taxation would tend to drive inuus- 
try out of Missouri, explaining that 
“it is well known that the states of 
Illinois and Kansas are now pro- 
posing to amend _ their Constitu- 
tions in order to raise existing 
taxes.”’ 

Gary said the findings of the 
commission mav be classified as 
follows: 1. Inequalities in educa- 
tional opportunity. 2. Inequalities 
in the distribution of the tax bur- 
den and the distribution of public 
funds. 3. Accumulated neglect of 
the State’s institutions due to lack 
of sufficient funds during the past 
two or three decades. To remedy 
these conditions, he said, the com- 
mission provided for equalization 
of taxation, equalization of educa- 
tional opportunity and provisions 
for the neglect of the State’s insti- 
tutions. “The financial study re- 
vealed that from 1912 to 1928 in- 
clusive land values, including farms 
and town property, in Missouri de- 
clined 29 per cent,” Gary contin- 
ved. “While the figures for 1929 
were not available it is reasonable 
to assume that this percentage has 
in the meantime increased and in 
my opinion will continue to in- 
crease unless an adjustment of the 
tax burden is effected. 

“The study further showed that 
during the same period, from 1912 
to 1928 inclusive, the taxes on that 
property increased threefold. We 
found that tangible property — 
farms, homes, buildings, town lots, 
mercantile stocks, factory equip- 
ment, railroad property, bank capi- 
tal and surplus, now constitutes 
20 per cent of the wealth of the 
State but bears 96 per cent of the 
tax burden. 

Wide Disparity in 


“On the other hand intangible 
property—money, notes, bonds, 
stocks—constitutes 80 per cent of 
the wealth of the State but bears 
but four per cent of the burden. 
This wide disparity in the distribu- 
tion of wealth and still wider dis- 
parity in the division of the burden 
of taxation seems to me to consti- 
tute a basis for economic depres- 
sion. Evidences of such depres- 
sion are abundant. The financial 
distress of the farmer reflected in 
the floreclosures of thousands of 


Levy. 


farms and the actual abandonment 
of hundreds of them, the unprece- 
‘dented number of bank failures and 
'the depressed condition of mer- 
‘chants’ businesses throughout the 
State all lead strongly to the con- 
clusion that the inequalities of tax- 
ation are a vital factor in the situ- 
ation. 

“This conclusion is confirmed by 
the fact that there is in the State 
sufficient wealth of a_ profitable 
nature to enable the taxpayers of 
the State to pay the Federal Gov- 
ernment on net earned incomes up- 
wards of fifty millions of dollars 
per year, and it is on account of 
that fact that the Survey Commis- 
sion believes that the State is am- 
ply able not only to provide forthe 
proper care of its various func- 
tions, but to provide substantial] re- 
lief to that portion of its wealth 
that now constitutes but a fraction 
of the total, but almost the entire 
tax burden. 

“We, therefore, recommend that 
the State income tax, with proper 
provisions for its enforcement, be 
increased as follows: On corpor- 
ations, from 1 per cent t» 2% per 
cent with no exemptions and no 
surtax; on individuals from 1 per 
cent on a graduated scale to 5 per 
cent, depending upon the amount 
of the individual's income. 

“Under our proposals an individ- 
ual married with two dependants 
and with a gross tncome of $3000 
would pay $9 per year income tax. 
The same individual with $4000 in- 
come would pay $40 a year, with a 
$5000 income, $65 per year, and 
with a $100,000 income, $5248 a 
year.

The reduction in the property tax 
will apply entirely to local taxes, 
No change is made in_ property 
taxes now being cellected for pure- 
ly State purposes, but the attack 
is made on the larger burden 
which is involved in local, county, 
school district and city taxes. 

“The reduction will be accom- 
plished in this way: The State will 
participate to a larger extent than 
at present in the support of the 
public schools, it will assume the 
entire burden of the care of pa- 
tients in the State hospitals for the 
insane and tubercular, and. will 
ultimately assume a portion of the 
care of county roads. 

“To illustrate: A school district 
in Christian County which is now 
levying local taxes of $1 on the 
$100 valuation for the support of 
its public schools is now receiving 
from the State $1355 per year. But, 
before it is entitled to receive that 
amount the law requires that it 
must first levy on the property 
within the district a minimum of 
65 cents on the $100 #£valuation. 
The commission recommends that 
this minimum be reduced to 20 
cents and under our recommenda- 
tions that district, after levying 20 
cents, would receive instead of 
$1355, $7744 which would enable 
the district to reduce its local levy 
80 cents on the $100 valuation the 
first year the plan was in opera- 
tion. 

“Christian County levies also 25 
25 cents on the $100 valuation for 
county roads. The commission 
recommends that that levy be abol- 
ished and the State provide Chris- 
tian County,the same amount of 
money it is now raising for roads 
but that the funds therefor be tak- 
en from the State revenues collect- 
ed from income tax. 

“Christian County further pays 
$3051.59 per year for the care of 
residents of that county who are 
now in the State hospitals for the 
insane and the tubercular, To 
raise that amount of money it is 
necessary for that county to levy 
@ tax of three cents on the $100 
valuation. 

Reductions Under Plan. 

“With the commission's plan ‘in ef- 
fect the taxpayers of the district 
in question would enjoy the follow- 
ing reductions in their annual 
levies: 80 cents for schools, 25 
cents for roads and 8 cents for 
county patients or a total of $1.08 
on the $190 valuation. Applying 
this reduction, for instance, to a 
bank with a capital and surplus of 
$100,000, the annual tax reduction 
would be $1080. 


“The question naturally arises: 
From what source will funds be 
provided to replace this reduction 
in property taxes and provide the 


additional funds for schools: The 
answer is—the income tax. How- 
ever, the bank which has_ saved 
$1080 on its property tax would 


have to have net earnings of $69.,- 
200 before the increase in its in- 
come tax would amount to as 
much as its saving in its property 
tax.

The same 
application can be made by any 
individual, home owner, merchant 
or corporation, all of whom will 
participate in a reduction of prop- 
erty taxes and none of whom will 
be subject to the income tax un- 
less their net taxable earnings 
warrant it. 

“IT have been asked what objec- 
tions, if any, have been raised to 
this plan. I have not heard a sin- 
gle objection that was specific in 
its nature.

Such a 
contention seems hardly tenable 
in view of, the fact that 20 per cent 
of the wealth of the State is now 
bearing 96 per cent of the tax 
burden. 

“To correct such an unfair dis- 
tribution seems to me to be highly 
equitable. Neither can I agree 
that the adjustment of the tax 
burden is drastic. It would not 
be drastic if we were proposing to 
divide the tax burden equally be- 
tween tangible and intangible 
property, but we are not going that 
far.
